The international movement for 
rationalisation in industry is being care- 
fully studied in France, and this article, 
by one of the most-influential industrialists 
in the country, is of special interest at the 
present moment.

(>= gets the impression from recent 
events that order is being gradually 
re-established in the Old World. The 
catastrophic formulas of the war and the 
post-war periods—‘ produce, produce, no 
matter where, how or what price’’—are 
giving place to more rational demands, 
resting on a conception of what constitutes 
economic health and preparing for a 
return to normal circumstances. The 
formula to-day is: “ Produce just what is 
needed and demanded by clistomers at any 
given moment, and distribute it as 
economically as possible to the common 
advantage of producer, distributer and 
consumer. ’’ 

Thanks to the heavy sacrifices of the tax- 
payers, reflected naturally in prices and 
purchasing power, the public exchequers 
are re-establishing themselves, and private 
capitalists, even those which found a 
precarious protection during the period 
of instability, find it vitally necessary now 
to put. every ounce of intelligence into the 
conduct of their business. Everywhere 
the conditions of production are being 
overhauled, everywhere the necessity of 
applying reasoning and scientific method 
to production and distribution is being 
realised. “Rationalisation’’ is a new 
name for old things, as old as the first tool 
and the first machine or the first tentative 
beginnmgs of trade union organisation 
and the birth-cries of the industrial 
system “ Rationalisation’’ is an eternal 
watchword, too long foreotten, and now 
forced upon the attention of the nations 
who desire to survive bv the great 
universal crisis through which the world 
has passed. 


REMOVE FRICTION. 


To render production as cheap and 
abundant as possible. and to secure an 
economical distribution, it is not enough 
to rationalise labour so as to get effective 
results with a minimum of time and 
energy, nor, where it is possible, to adapt 
the machinery to standardised production, 
avoid waste of raw material, reform 
marketing methods by the elimination of 
unnecessary middlemen, co-operative trans- 
sport and so’ forth. These things are 
necessary, but we must also remove the 
friction between the various parties to 
production which are slowing down the 
industrial machine. Apart from general 
questions of human solidarity and social 
progress, economic considerations alone 
dictate the necessity of a co-operation 
which shall not merely 
active, between the 
duction. 

We employers find ourselves in agree- 
ment with the leaders of the workmen 
that the final object of rationalisation 
should be to produce as much as possible, 
as cheaply as we can, to increase the 
general demand for commodities and the 
power of realising that demand, and thus 
build up the general prosperity. It is not 
a new discovery, it 1s. hardly even a re- 
should call it a simple 
truism that in a city or in a business 
can only be one prosperity, and 
éverybody must contribute to it and share 
in it. It presupposes an atmosphere of 
co-operation and confidence, and demands 
good will all round.

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MAJOR A. P. JENKINS.

CANON O'LEARY. 

Much regret has been caused in Cork 
Diocese by the death of the Very Rev, 1. 
Canon O'Leary, Parish Priest of Glounthaune, 
at the Parochial House yesterday. Canon 
O'Leary was born in Bantry Parish about 
seventy-four years ago. He was educated 
at Mansion House, the old Cork seminary, 
and at Maynooth College. He was ordained 
about fifty years ago. He held various 
curacies before he was appointed Parish Priest 
of Durrus. Thence he passed to Tracton, 
and afterwards to Glounthaune in succession 
to the vey Rey. P. O'Leary, now Parish 
Priest of SS. Peter and Paul’s, Cork. 

Canon O'Leary took a very active part in 
the settlement of land disputes and the ad- 
justment of rents under the various Acts, 
and when in Durrus his work on the Con- 
gested Districts Board was of the utmost 
value to the people of the district.

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BOOKS THAT SELL. 
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HINTS FOR YOUNG 
_ WRITERS,

(By A PUBLISHER’S READER.) 


I” prominent publishing firms are 
offering prizes of £5,000 and £1,000 
for new novels, the former to be a story 
having the war as a background and the 
latter a religious book. The fortunate 
winners of these prizes will earn consider- 
able sums in royalties in addition, and 
the film rights should bring in a large 
sum. This is conclusive evidence that 
publishers are really looking for the new 
writer. It is only the publisher’s reader 
who can realise that a large number of 
beginners would, if they only took a little 
more pas be in the running for such 
rewards. 

Books which have subsequently proved 
to be “best sellers’’ have been rejected, 
and this fact is seized upon by the young 
author as a kind of proof that manuscripts 
are not read, The novels of the late 
Mary Webb were many times rejected, 
and are now selling in thousands. No 
reader would have failed to see that these 
books had merit; the readers simply con- 
sidered that they would not have a popular 
appeal. It is the same with the work oí 
the majority of young authors. Provided 
that certain faults could be eliminated, 
many of the manuscripts would be 
‘‘ publishable,’’ and the fickle taste of the 
public might turn them into “ best 
sellers.’’ | 

The outstanding faults of the beginner 
are that he is too “ wordy’’ and imitative. 
As to the first, the story is buried in a 
mass of words, so that even an experienced 
publisher’s reader cannot see what the 
author is driving at. The result is a hazy 
picture which is boring and lacks balance. 
As to the second, the fact that a large 
number of authors try to imitate the work 
of popular writers puts them out of count. 
They cannot hope to be anything but a 
second-best, and a poor second-best. 


THE STRONG, SILENT FOOL. 


A host of love stories are 
which are nothing more or than

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variations of the eterna] triangle. Such 
a story, to be saleable nowadays, demands 
new treatment and a certain subtlety in 
character-drawing which can be attained 
only by a master. Ethel M. Dell has had 
her legion of imitators, and these 
invariably overdraw the character of the 
strong, silent man. Further, many seem 
to think that the strong, silent man 
should be a bit of a fool as well; and so 
the authors make him do the most idiotic 
things in order that the marriage to the 
heroine may be postponed till the last 
page. 

The ‘‘crook’’ story is commonly re- 
garded as being the easiest to write, but 
the crook should not be an out-and-out 
villain He should have some redeeming 
feature, -or something about him that will 
intrigue the reading public. One murder, 
or go. 1s quite sufficient. To drag in a 
succession of such crimes, which are un- 
necessary towards the development of the 
plot, is the surest road to rejection. This 
fault is due to imitation, because the 
author has not perceived the “art which 
conceals art” in some of the popular 
writers’ work. 

Subtle Eastern poisons, known only to 
the ** crook *’ himself, should be 
dispensed with now. To hit upon a new 
name|for something which has been found 
years ago is not original. Detectives 
should not be Sherlock Holmes under 
another name, however pleasant; nor is it 
advisable to make the detective ultra- 
clever, because the reading public will not 
believe in him. 


RELIGION AND THE NOVEL. 


A religious story should not be over- 
burdened with dogma or emotion. It is 
the religious background or atmosphere 
which is required. Against this the 
characters will stand out in better perspec- 
tive than if the story were overladen with 
colour. For instance, many clergymen 
writers would do better if they could 
omit some of their sermonising in the 
novel. 

A book about the war should not be a 
depressing story of life in the trenches, 
nor should it be in the nature of history. 
H the actual war is dealt with. it should 
be treated from the human standpoint. 
Better still, the war showld be kept in 
the background—as, for example, in Mr. 
H. G. Wells’ book, ‘‘ Mr. Britling Sees it 
Through.’’ 

These two prize competitions offer scope 
for original writers, and it is originality 
which is being sought. There is some- 
thing original in every one of us, whether 
it be in outlook, in thought, or in expres- 
sion. The best means of letting the public 
know of our originality is to tell them in 
simple words so that they can understand, 
avoiding, like the plague, any tendency 
to be verbose. Also, what has been 
written about the war is already known ; 
people now want a peep into other folks’ 
minds, to know what they felt and what 
they did. 

No startling theological discussion is 
looked for in a novel, but the public are 
anxious to know what grip religion still 
has on people, even in the simplest sur- 
roundings. It is homely stories like W. 
Riley’s “ Windyridge’’ which sell in their 
hundreds of thousands, and go on selling.

DEMAND OF UNEMPLOYED

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FREE STATE ECONOMICS. 

TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—The present serious position of the 
Free State railways, the menace to the horse- 
breeding industry by the steady decline in 
Irish horse racing, and the stagnant con- 
dition of our breweries and distilleries should 
awaken the members of the Government to a 
proper realisation of economic affairs, Recent 
statistics have shown that in thirty-two weeks 
the total decrease on the Great Southern 
Railways reached the alarming figure vf 
£75.000. As the tourist season will shortly 
terminate, the twenty weeks which follow 
will possibly bring the total loss up to 
£100,000. The railways have suffered severe 
losses since the Government allowed English 
syndicates to dump hundreds of ‘buses into 
the country, and it will be only a question of 
time as to how long the struggle will con- 
tinue. 

The question is one of national importance; 
for, if the Free State railways were to close 
down. the result would be disastrous for the 
whole community. Thousands would . be 
thrown out of employment and forced to 
accept the meagre unemployment wage allow- 
ance. In fact, every industry would be so 
affected as to spell disaster to the country s 
economic fabric. When it is remembered that 
the cost of maintaining our main highways in 
a proper state of efficiency is enormous, and 
has fallen very heavily on the taxpayers (in- 
cluding railway shareholders) and tramway 
companies, which are obliged to pay huge 
wayleaves and keep the track in first-class 
order, while the "bus companies are provided 
with well-made roads which their heavy 
vehicles tend to wear out quickly, it will be 
readily admitted that such a state of things 
cannot, and must not, be allowed to continue. 
The number of ’buses now running on the 
Dublin and Dalkey-Bray route has assumed 
the dimensions of a public scandal, as, with 
the rapid increase of traffic, the number of 
accidents is daily growing. The Belfast 
Corporation are awake to the menace of the 
‘bus competition. 

When the Government decided to license 
betting saloons it struck a deadly blow at 
Irish racing, and the abolition of the enter- 
tainment tax was so long postponed that the 
race executives were bled white. When the 
change of Government took place the amount 
of tax collected was a very substantial one. 
but for the vear 1927-1928 it only amounted 
to £10,700. The saloons provide such 
facilities for their clients that now no person 
need visit a racecourse, as practically all the 
betting is done in connection with English 
meetings. If Irish racing is to be given a 
fair chance of existence, the saloons should 
be closed down without delay. When it is 
too late the Government will. perhaps, see 


the fatal mistake it made when licensing these 


saloons. If Irish racing should cease, a 
staggering blow would be dealt to Irish horse- 
breeding ; yet iti would appear as if Dar. 
‘tlvthe were utterly indifferent 

The distilleries throughout the country are 


at a stand-still owing to the prohibitive duty 
of 76s. per gallon on Irish whiskey, while 


the cross-Channel stuff is coming in boat- 
loads, so to speak. Down in County Galway 
recently a shopkeeper told me that the fisher- 
men had not the energy of old times. as now 
the cost of a pint of stout. which would 
nourish and them up,” Was beyond 
their means. If the Government reduced the 
duty, more stout would be sold; the working 
man would be satisfied with his present pay, 
and contentment would reign where it ‘is 
absent at present.—Yours., etc..

We publish to-day an account of the 
present position of the lobster fisheries of 
the Irish Free State. It contains much that 
is true of all branches of the Irish fishing 
industry. Lobsters exported from the Free 
State last year were valued at something 
under £35,000; yet French boats find that 
it is profiable to come to Irish waters for 
Fishermen always can secure a

Skanderbeg 11]. 


Ahmed Beg 7ogu, the President of the 
Albanian Republic, has decided to pro- 
claim himself King; and yesterday an 
obedient Parliament voted the necessary 
changes in the Constitution. The com- 
bined Chambers have invited Ahmed Zogu 
to rule under the title of Skanderbeg the 
Third. A revival of that name would 
illustrate the continuity of history in 
Eastern Europe. The first Skanderbeg, 
the national hero of Albania, died in 
1468. For half a generation his genius 
and dauntless courage checked the Turks, 
under their greatest Sultan; and, if the 
Christian Powers had supported him, 
Constantinople might have been saved. 
For Albania, however, the name carries 
even prouder memory. 
is ‘‘ Iskanderbeg,”’ and 
“TIskander”’ is “Alexander.” Perhaps, 
young readers of Greek history may 
wonder sometimes that Greeks, who were 
second-rate fighting men at home, fought 
so splendidly under the great Alexander 
in Asia Minor, Persia and India. The 
explanation is that the spear-point of 
Alexander's invincible army was forged in 
the Albanian hill-tops. The conquerors 
of Darius were the ancestors alike of the 
men who defeated Sultan Mohamed and 
of those whose new King will be Ahmed 
Beg Zogu. |

if at all, during twenty-two cen- 
turies. The career of Skanderbeg the 
Third, as recounted by a writer in The 
Times, recalls the early career of 
Skanderbeg the First. Ahmed Beg Zogu's 
thirty-four years of life have been packed 
with peril, intrigue and strange vicissi- 
tudes of fortune.

Regents, he became Prime Minister in 
1922, His rule was enlightened and 
successful, but arbitrary. Malcontents 
formed the Nationalist Party, 
1924, Bishop Fan Noli, 
rebelled and drove. Zogu from 
Tirana, the capital. He found refuge in 
Belgrade, and bided his time until the 
Bishop’s Government became exceedingly 
unpopular. Then he returned and was 
welcomed with open arms. The Bishop 
fled to Italy; Zogu ordered elections ; the 
Assembly met in February, 1925, and pro- 


claimed him President. of Albania for 4 
years.

It appears that 
Albanian public opinion—such as it 1s— 
welcomes the new sovereignty ; and most 
of Zogu’s political opponents are dead or 
in exile. He has governed the country 
firmly and well for three years, has sup- 
pressed armed brigandage, and has intro- 
duced many useful reforins. If he imposes 
no fresh burdens on his people and gains 
the confidence of western finance, his reign 
may open Albania’s first chapter of 
material prosperity and political peace. 
Externally, Zogu must reckon with Yugo- 
Slavia and Italy. The Serbs dislike him 
because, having overthrown Bishop Fan 
Noli with their aid, he turned his back 
upon them; and their dislike will not be 
diminished by his assumption of royal 
power. He is on excellent terms with 
Italy, and his national bank is backed by 
Italian capital. Fortunately for Albania, 
the Nettuno Conventions have ceased to 
be a cause of conflict between Italy and 


Yugo-Slavia. 


Control of Floods. 


The Mississippi flood was among the 
most calamitous events of 1927. Even 
peoples who live, thousands of miles from 
its banks shared the feeling of suspense 
that pervaded the Southern States ol 
America when they read, day after day, 
of the continual rise of the “Father of 
Waters.” It was feared at one time that 
New Orleans, the most . European of 
American cities, might be swamped by the 
flood. Pessimists held, after the Missis- 
sippi returned to its customar} road, that 
New Orleans would be destroyed, sooner or 
later, and that it was beyond the power of 
man to devise embankments which would 
check the overflow of this mighty river. 
The United States Government, however, 
has set about the curbing of the 
Mississippi with characteristye energy. 
Army engineers have devised a scheme 
which probably will be accepted by the 
Government. It is one of the most 
elaborate plans that ever have been pre- 
pared for the controlling of floods. The 
cost—about £65,000,000—wil] not be held 
too high a price by the cotton-growers of 
the South for the permanent security of 
their crop. Hitherto the only plan has 
been to augment the embankments, or 
‘levees,’ but, as the river becomes higher, 
the caving-in of the banks increases. The 
new scheme provides for the strengthening 
of the banks in various places, and pro- 
vides also for the automatic blowing up of 
the “Jevees” at certain points when the 
water reaches a dangerous height. The 
river then will overflow into areas where it 
can do comparatively little harm. It is 
contended that this arrangement is better 
than “controlled spillways,” because “in 
times of hysteria people above the spillway 
would want it opened too soon, and people 
below it would want it left closed too 
long.” The main flood will be reduced 
considerably; for much of it will be 
turned into the sea, through guiding em- 
bankments, by other paths. This costly 
scheme, if it is carried to a successiul 
conclusion, will be’ among the chief 
engineering works of the world.

BOOTLEGGERS BIG 
PROFITS. 


£2,000,000 A YEAR 
IN PHILADELPHIA. 


RUSES TO AVOLD 
DISCOVERY. 


From ‘‘ Tur Trmes ”’ CORRESPONDENT. 


NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

The extensive profits of the “‘ boot- 

legging ”’ industry in the United States 
were revealed yesterday at Philadelphia 
by the disclosures of District-Attorney 
John McNaylan, before a Federal jury, 
“esp was investigating the liquor situa- 
ion. , 
Mr. McNaylan stated that a syndicate 
of local ‘‘ boot-leggers ” within the last 
year had deposited more than £2,000,000 
with local banks and trust companies. In 
banking their money ‘‘ boot-leggeres ”’ 
took every precaution against discovery, 
and invariably used fictitious names and 
addresses. The address of one owner of 
an account, which contained £100,000, 
was a stable, and another, who deposited 
£2,000, lived, if the address given was 
correct, on a vacant lot. 

The descriptions of these depositors 
were obtained from bank officials, and 
several had been identified as potentates 
in the local “ boot-legging’’ world. 


THE DANGERS OF 
FOOTBALL. 


POLICE WARNED NOT 
TO PLAY.

Captain P. J. Sillito, the Chief Con- 
stable of Sheffield, is opposed to football 
as @ recreation for the men of his force. 
He gives his reasons in the following letter 
which he has circulated among them :— 

‘In view of the close approach of the 
football season, so far as this force is con- 
cerned, I wish to bring to the notice of 
the members of the Recreation Society who 
play, or anticipate playing, football, a 
few very important and pointed facts in 
reference to what happened last season as 
regards physical. injury to those concerned. 


TIME LOST BY INJURIES. 

“No fewer than sixteen men were 
injured, some very seriously, causing a 
total loss of 231 days. Further comment 
is really superfluous, as everyone will im- 
mediately realise that such a state of 
affairs cannot be allowed to continue, and, 
apart from the officia] aspect altogether, 
I want to put it frankly to all the men 
who do play—is it worth while taking the 
risk of breaking your whole career for a 
game of football ? 

““It must be distinctly understood : iat 
if a man is permanently injured, or has 
heen partly incapacitated from perform- 
ing his full duty, he himself must accept 
full responsibility for it, and cannot pos- 
sibly expect to be treated under the Police 
Compensation Act as “injured on duty.” 


“ASK YOUR WIFE.” 

“For policemen or firemen football is un- 
questionably a very dangerous game for a 
man who studies his career first, which, 
of course, he ought to do, and particularly 
if he be a married man with children. 
Let the married men who play football ask 
their wives and see what they say. One 
fit supporter is worth two players in 
hospital. 

‘‘T think, or at least 1 hope, you will 
realise that [ am anxious to give you 
every possible encouragement for games 
and sport generally, but I do feel that the 
very serious consequences that may fellow 
an injury at football should be brought to 
your attention, and, solely in your own 
interests, I suggest that you might in the 
winter play some less dangerous game. 
Why not hockey ?”’

TRACTOR BOOM. 


REASSURING OFFICIAL 
STATEMENT. 


From “ THe Trmes’’ CoRRESPONDENT. 
MANCHESTER, Wednesday. 

At the Trafford Park Works of the 
Ford Company this afternoon I sought 
information regarding the news from Cork 
that Mr. Henry Ford has decided to 
transfer the bulk of the work done at 
Cork for the Ford Company to Great 
Britain. Mr. H. §. Cooper, the general 
manager of the Trafford Park Works, was 
good enough to make a fuli statement 
regarding this transaction. 

Mr. Cooper said that he did not know 
whether Mr. Sinnott, the general manager 
of the Cork Steam Packet Company, to 
whom the statement was attributed, had 
been correctly reported ; but the fact was 
that there was nothing particularly new 
in what was now going on, and that the 
ultimate issue of the very ordinary busi- 
ness change which was being effected, not 
only might ultimately prove not prejudicial 
to the industria] interests of Cork, but 
would possibly turn out to be of benefit 
there, while the immediate effects at Man- 
chester must involve more work at Trafford 


Park. 


EFFECT OF TARIFFS. 

** Cork,’’ Mr. Cooper continued, ‘‘ is a 
subsidiary of Manchester, so far as we 
are concerned. The works there have 
really been a workshop for the Trafford 
Park establishment, supplying us with 
motor car parts. It has: also fed, in the 
same way, others of our works in Europe, 
but the bulk of the Cork production has 
come here. 

“When the plant was put up at Cork 
the Irish Free State did not exist. 
Ireland was part of the United Kingdom, 


and there was no fiscal barrier of any 
sort between Cork and Manchester. When 
Southern Ireland .obtained the fiscal 


autonomy and status of a British Domi- 

nion and corresponding changes ‘were 

made on this side in regard to imported 

manufactured machinery from Ireland, 

Mr. Ford was bound to take notice of the 

change from the business point of view. 
“ NOT GOOD. BUSINESS.” 

‘We have, however, endured the :imposi- 
tion of an import duty for some time. It is 
nothing really new. But we are now making 
a new car which is really an entirely different 
thing from what we have hitherto produced. 

‘You will see at once that it is not good 
business to manufacture a large amount of 
these new car parts at Cork from English 
raw materials, and then have to pay, not only 
transportation charges, but an import duty 
on them as well. 

‘It is perfectly true that Mr, Ford has 
hesitated a long time about stopping this. 
He wanted to find alternative work for the 
Cork plant, and we think we can now do 
this. 

NEW WORK FOR CORK FACTORY. 

‘The scheme’ is to concentrate on the 
manufacture of cars and trucks in England, 
and very shortly Cork will take up the con- 
centrated manufacture of the Fordson tractor 
for the European market. The transference 
of plant from Cork to Manchester, which is 
now going on, is the natural consequence of 
this policv. We have received a lot of this 
stuff already, and it is still coming. 

You will see that it is just a plain 
common-sense business change: that is being 
made. -The Cork works were originally set 
down just after the war as a place for the 
manufacture of the Fordson tractor, as Mr. 
Ford anticipated that the agriculturists of 


Europe would want the traetor in large 
numbers. 
“We found it was not so—at all events 


immediately—and we had to carry on quite an 
extensive. educational work, just as the 
different Governments did, before the adop 
tion of ‘* powef-farming ~ “by © agriculturists 
became at-all general. 
DEMAND FOR TRACTORS. 

‘Tt has been a rather “slow process, but 
to-day in European ‘countries the demand 
for tractors is very considerable. Conse- 


develop 


quently Mr. Ford has decided to remanufac 
ture the: tractor. on a large scale for the 
European market. It involves this change of 
plant at Cork, for what is coming here is 
to be replaced by special plant involving new 
capital expenditure. 

“ Mr, Ford has stood the cost of the duties 
imposed here on Irish Free State produce for 
four years out of his own pocket. Had he 
been a hard-hearted business man, he would 
have stopped Cork four years ago before the 
time had come to put the works on a diffe- 
rent product. 

“When Mr. Ford was over here a few 
months ago there were numerous deputations 
to him from Ireland. and he had to express 
himself very distinctly on the subject, but 
it is nquite possible that Ireland will not be 
a sufferer in the long run by the changes 
now being made. 

MAY BENEFIT CORK. 

“Of course, it is quite true that we shall 

have to pay Irish Free State duty on pro- 
ducts of the English works sent back to 
Ireland, but relatively that is a small thing 
compared with the constant taxing of indis- 
pensable car parts if they continue to be 
made in the Free State. We want those 
parts for the whole volume of our car produc- 
tion in Europe—a very different thing from 
the quantity of cars we can look forward to 
selling in Ireland. 
“So. far as the Cork works are concerned, 
T think that the change will work out to 
their benefit. They will get a new plant for 
a specialised product for which there is an 
improving demand, and I think. they will 
to their entire satisfaction  ultt- 
mately.” 


GOVERNMENT CIRCLES 
UNINFORMED.

DO NOT BELIEVE WORK 
WILL BE CURTAILED. 

Mr. Blythe, Vice-President of the Free 
State Executive Council and Minister for 
Finance, was not available yesterday when 
Press) representatives sought his opinion 
on Messrs. Henry Ford and Co.’s de- 
cision to transfer the production of the 
Ford motor car from the Cork to the 
Manchester factory. 

Upon inquiry in official quarters (writes 
our Political Correspondent) I was in- 
formed that, while changes: of plant 
possibly were being made, the Govern- 
ment was not aware of any intention to 
close down the Cork factory or “ to cur- 
tail its work in any way.” 

If it were otherwise, our correspondent 


was informed, “ surely the Government 
would have been notified.’’ In the 
absence of any such _ notification, the 


Minister, although he had read the Press 
notices, was satisfied that there was no 
intention to discontinue or curtail the 
work of the Cork factory in any way. 
SITUATION IN CORK. 

Another large consignment of machinery 
was last night despatched from the Cork 
factory of Henry Ford and Son to Man- 
chester. 

Definite decisions have yet to be made 
regarding the approximate output and the 
areas to be served from Cork. Pending 
this there must be a reduction of em- 
ployés, but it is hoped to put the new 
scheme into operation in such a way as 
to cause the minimum of displacements. 

About 1,200 men are employed in the 
Cork works. This is far short of the 
number that would haye been required if 
the production of the new model cars had 
been concentrated in Cork, as originally 
planned.

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PSYCHOLOGY AND 
LOBSTERS. 


WESTERN FISHERS’ 
INERTIA. 


UNDEVELOPED SOURCE 
OF WEALTH. 


— 


The value of lobsters exported from the 
Free State last year was £34,251, and so 
important is the industry that it tempts 
Frenchmen to come six or seven hundred 
miles in their own boats to purchase the 
catches made by the Irish fishermen. 

It is difficult to say why lobster-fishing 
is not more extensively carried on in this 
country. The crustacean abounds round 
the Irish coast, and the market is steady 
and satisfactory. Lobsters are always sale- 
able if they are in good living condition, 
and the fishermen can secure prices vary- 
ing from 10s. to 12s. a dozen. There have 
been instances where fishermen have made 
£7 a week for three or four weeks by 
fishing off the West coast. 

THE BREEDING GROUNDS. 

Lobsters are not found usually in 
stretches of sandy coast such as that of 
North County Dublin. At Lambay Island, 
however, on the rocky eastern side, there 
is fine lobster fishing, and there is some 
even at Killiney and around Bray Head. 
The lobsters like strong, clear water and 
a rocky bottom, and for that reason the 
South-Western coast and the rocky shores 
of Connaught provide a happy breeding 
ground. The Blasket Islanders, and those 
of Hare Island and of Inniskea, mainly 
live by lobster-fishing. 

The Hare Islanders are possibly unique 
in this that they do not stay in their own 
immediate neighbourhood, but go from 
place to place along the coast, even beyond 
the mouth of the River Lee over towards 
the coast of Waterford, fishing in likely 
places. They sleep in their boats—little, 
open yawls—and stay out for three or four 
weeks, landing at the nearest ports to sell 
their catch to the local lobster buyers. In 
this way they make a comparatively good 
living, and are able to maintain them- 
selves during the winter months out of 
their summer earnings. 

RESTRICTIONS. 

Lobster-fishing is, for all practical 
purposes, a summer fishing. The fish can 
be sought only during calm weather, when 
the fishermen in their small boats can 
come close in to the rocks. Nature, in a 
sense, has set a- close season for the 
lobster, and the only restriction that 
legislation has imposed is that no lobster 
shall be taken out of the water which is 
less than eight inches in length from tip 
to tail. 

Some cases of the sale of lobsters under 
size recently came under notice, and the 
Free State Ministry for Fisheries instituted 


prosecutions against the fishermen re- 
sponsible and others handling such 
lobsters. These prosecutions have hard 


the effect of checking the evil which would 


serious if a large number of 


be ‘very 
immature lobsters were put on the 
market. 


GROWING TRADE.

The increase during these four years is 
virtually due to the interest taken in it 
by French merchants. Some French com- 
panies from St. Malo and elsewhere have 
established agencies on the Mayo and 
Galway coast, and pay satisfactory prices 
to the local fishermen. Their only com- 
plaint is that our fishermen do not give 
them a sufficient number of fish to meet 
their demands. ‘That is primarily due to 
the methods pursued by the Irish fisher- 
men, who are generally content ‘to pnt 
down their pots in the morning and lift 
them in the evening, so that the pots are 
only effective once in the twenty-four 


hours. The Frenchmen, when they them- 
selyes fished for lobster in these waters, 
handled bigger pots, and lifted and 
emptied them at regular intervals during 
the day. 

A QUESTION OF PSYCHOLOGY. 

In the West some months ago a French 
firm asked the local fishermen to supply 
20,000 lobsters within a certain period. 
When the French boat came for the fish 
there were only 5,000 ready for delivery. 
The local men after a couple of weeks 
had caught that number, and, on estimat- 
ing the value, found that the catch repre- 
sented £1 a week each for a number of 
weeks, and, as that was what they con- 
sidered a fair return, they were satisfied, 
and thought they had done enough. 

This peculiar outlook is one of the 
main difficulties with which the Ministry 
of Fisheries confronted—at any rate, 
along the Western coast. It is really a 
question of the psychology of the people. 
They have been accustomed for genera- 
tions to do their lobster-fishing in a cer- 
tain way, and are slow to be wooed from 
the old traditions. The Department has 
been endeavouring to get the men to use 
bigger pots of the French style, but have 
found it hard to arouse enthusiasm. The 
local men say that they have to use such 
small boats that it suits them better to 
use small pots, of which they can carry 
a larger number. 


COMBATTING CUSTOM. 
Thanks, however, to the interest 
by the French companies, and their 
example in fishing, the Ministry of 
Fisheries is now meeting with gradual 
success, and many of the fishermen are 
pursuing the French methods of standing 
by the pots and lifting and emptying them 
several times in the day. 

Another aspect of the matter to which 
the department has been giving attention 
is the provision of lobster ponds. The 
present method is that a group of fisher- 
men is provided with a wooden tank, 
measuring ten or twelve feet square and 
one and a half feet deep, which floats 
on the surface of the water. It is fitted 
with a trap door, and when the lobsters 
are brought in by the fishermen they are 
put into the tank, and fed and cared until 
such time as the collecting vessel comes 
along and takes them away to France or 
England.

LOBSTER PONDS. 

In the case of a lobster pond an arm of 
the sea such as a creek would be cut off 
by a wall, and here the lobsters would be 
stored and cared for from the time of 
capture until marketed. Bv this method 
the lobsters can be released by the owner 
of the pond at such times and in such 
numbers as pay him best. Two or three 
such ponds already have been set up—one 
on the Cork coast, one at Ballyvaughan, in 
Galway Bay, and a third at Letterfrack, 
Connemara. One of these is owned by a 
Frenchman who releases his fish on the 
market when he thinks fit. 

The possibilities of developing. the in- 
dustry are great: without much trouble 
the ,present earnings could be trebled. 
There are from ten to twelve thousand 
part-time fishermen around the coast, and 
these are all potential lobster fishers. 
Those who live along the West coast, in 
particular, would find it far more re- 
munerative to concentrate on lobster fish- 
ing, leaving their small holdings to be 
looked after by their women folk. Many 
of them go to England and Scotland dur- 
ing the harvest months, at the end of 
which they return with savings amounting 
to £10 or £12. 

WASTEO OPPORTUNITIES. 


At the present these men only fish in 
the mackerel season, round about Septem- 
ber and October, when the harvesting is 
done. In the poorer districts along the 
Connemara and Mayo coasts there is no 
reason why the miserable land should re- 
quire undivided attention during the 
summer months, when lobster fishing can 
be done, and the men could easily get far

Italian Press mockery of the signing of the 
Peace Pact, with its violent abuse of Presi- 
dent Woodrow Wilson and the United States 
Secretary of State, Mr. Frank B. Kellogg, has 
xesulted in confiscation “of copies of /mpero. 

Mr. Wilson “is called a ‘‘ downright idiot, ' 
and Mr, Kellogg “his successor.”’ 

"America is rich in Wilsons, and once a 
Wilson is dead there is at once a Kellogg to 
take his place,’’ declared the newspaper. 
Such terms as “peace apostles,’’ when refer- 
ring to the signatories appear ironically 
throughout the Italian Press comment. 

Referring to the fact that Premier Mussolini 
did not send Signor Grandi, Under-Secretary 
of Foreign Affairs, to Paris to sign for Italy, the 
Impero declares—‘‘ Italy had the good sense 
not to disturb even an Under-Secretary of 
State for the signing of such a thing, but was 
satisfied with having its Ambassador, Count 
Manzoni sign, and thus incur a minimum of 
disturbance.”’ 

The Italian point of view, as summed up by 
newspapers is:—‘‘Italy thinks the Kellogg 
Pact will not relieve the international polt- 
tical tension, but, instead, will tighten it, 
leading to new thrusts and counter-thrusts. 
It is all a lot of political horse-play by Mr. 
Kellogg,’’ say the Italians. 

._The Jmpero’s article adds :—‘‘ Salon de 
l’horloge—the name sounds like a sign for a 
hairdresser or the name of a celebrated restau- 
rant, but instead it is simply a place more or 
less sacred, where, on May 18th, 1919, the 
Peace Conference presided over by that idiot 
Wilson was inaugurated. This hall has again 
become fashionable because the Kellogg Pact 
Conference was inaugurated there. Cinema 
firms received permission to film the historic 
event. It seems as if the hall was chosen 
simply because of its picture show facilities. 

“We have known for a long time that 
the pact was movie stuff, but that organisers 
of it should say so goes beyond even the 
limits of buffoonery. America is rich in 
Wilsons, and once*sa Wilson is dead, there 
is at once a Kellogg to replace him. But 
the farce does not end there. The signing 
of the document in alphabetical order accord- 
ing to the French dictionary gives Germany 
(Allemange) a chance to sign first. The 
pact against war signed by Germany before 
any other nation is the climax of humour.”’ 

The {mpero goes on to say that it is a 
good thing that Italy did not disturb any 
of her big public men to send them to Paris, 
and continues:—‘‘ It is really an enormity 
that both in America and Paris it is not 
understood that the time has come to put 
an end to all these farces.” 

The Jmpero edition was sequestered as soon 
as the Prefect of Police heard of the article.

Stirring tales of jungle fights, of battles 
in rich diamond fields, of night forays, of the 
burning of towns and the wiping out of in- 
habitants of several communities are told in 
reports received here describing how ten 
thousand Vigilantes, under Jose Morbeck, 
who is nicknamed “the Cecil Rhodes of 
South America,’’ have ended two months of 

uerrilla warfare in Matto Grosso, by driving 

,000 discontented native diamond prospec- 
oy across the border of the State of Guyaz. 

he trouble started when natives found 
that they had been paid in counterfeit money 
for weeks of prospecting work in the stifling 
hot jungles. The use of faked money had 
become a common practice among the irre- 
sponsible foreign adventurers who infest the | 
region, and finally the natives decided to wipe 
out the ‘‘ boss” prospectors. 

A period of lawlessness followed, rivalling 
the days of old-time American Indian war- 
fare. ere was burning of scattered homes 
and hamlets, and massacre of the inhabitants. 
Individual prospectors were ambushed, and 
robbery and murder were common. 

The Governor of Matto Grosso tried to 
control the situation with State troops, but 
gave up the attempt after several disastrous 
engagements. Then Morbeck, uncrowned king 
of the district, called on his own adherents. 
Ten thousand rallied to him, while the mal- 
contents placed their cause under the com- 
mand of a bandit chief known as ‘‘ Carval- 
hino.”’ 

Morbeck’s force was overwhelming, and the 
bandit’s two thousand were driven into the 
State of Guyaz, There they were given 
asylum and the right to work in the diamond 
fields of that State, after the Governor had 
disarmed them and exacted promises of peace- 
ful conduct. | 

The diamond fields of the two States have 
been the scenes of “wild West ' happenings 
ever since 1918, when a German prospector 
found the first gems in the Araguaya River 
region. Adventurers of every type poured 
into the fields from all parts of the globe.

more money out of the Jobster fishing than 
they can ever hope to get from the land. 

The cost of acquiring the necessary 
equipment is not great. All that 
is needed is a small canoe, costing 
about £8, and pots and tackle costing 
another £2, and for this capital outlay of 
£10 the fisherman can catch in a season 
lobsters to the value of £100, with buyers 
at hand to take up all the fish he can 
deliver. 

The capital can be secured from the 
Department of Fisheries, which is glad to 
make loans for the purpose. 

INNISKEA’S ENTERPRISE. 

It is only in those islands off the West 
Coast where the people have been con- 
strained because of the absence of safe 
harbours for large boats to use small boats 
for in-coast fishing that there has been 
concentration on lobster fishing, and proof 
of the money to be derived from their 
industry is found in the fact that the 
fishermen in a Jittle island like Inniskea, 
off the Mullet peninsula, earn between 
£2,500 and £3,000 by a season’s lobster 
catch. 

If the industry were taken up on a wide 
and systetnatic scale it would do a 
tremendous lot to solve the difficulties of 
the people on the mainland along the 
Western Coast, and help to relieve portion 
of the problem of the Gaeltacht. |

BIG FIRMS’ COMPLAINT. 


Radio manufacturers are wondering how 
their business is likely to be affected by the 
decision announced by the Comptroller- 
General of the Patent Office in the Marconi 
royalty case. 

The Marconi patent royalty fee of 12s. 6d. 
on each valve-holder in a wireless receiving 
set has been reduced in the award to 5s. 
in the case of the first valve-holder and 
2s. 6d. on each additional valve—or 10 per 
cent. of the wholesale price of the instru- 
ment itself, whichever is the greater.

GOOD FOR BROWNIE FIRM. 

An unprecedented position has been created 
by the award, which was made in the case 
in which the Brownie Wireless Company, 
Limited, applied for a licence to manulacture 
under Marconi patents. 

Subject to the appeal, the Brownie Com- 
pany are to pay the reduced fees in respect 
of valve sets which they may manufacture. 

All other makers of wireless sets, however, 
are under contract with the Marconi Com- 
pany :n connection with their licences, and a 
provision in the contract makes it necessary 
for them to give a year’s notice to terminate 
it. 

The effect of this is that the Brownie Com- 
pany have an advantage over all other 
makers, except, of course, Marconi's, for the 
next year. 

In making their application, the ) 
Company had the full support of the Radio 
Manufacturers’ Association, of which the 
more important firms are members. 

It is generally thought by the trade that 
the position which has been created is an 
impossible one, and that the only course 1s 
for the Marconi Company to agree to the 
cancellation of existing contracts, so that the 
whole of the trade may be on the same level. 


“ UNFAIR,” 

Mr. S. R. Mullard, managing director of 
the well-known valve-making firm, expressed 
this view to a Star representative. 

“It is grossly unfair if the trade as a 
whole is going to be allowed to suffer under 
a competitive disadvantage. It is up to the 
Marconi Company, if they want to get back 
into the good graces of the trade, to give a 
licence on the reduced rate to all alike.

MARSEILLES, Wednesday. 

It is expected that the Prince of Wales 
will embark from here on September 7th 
on the steamer Kaiser-i-Hind for Port 
Said. He will travel here direct from 
Calais in the Bombay express. 

During the afternoon the Prince will 
pay a visit to the Queen Alexandra Memo- 
rial Hospital. He will be accompanied 
by prominent members of the British 
colony here and the French authorities. 

After a short stay in Egypt the Prince 
will leave in the steamer Malda for 
Mombasa. 

LARDER OF PRINCE’S LINER. 

Though there are five hundred separate 
delicacies on the stores list of the British 
India liner Malda, which will earry the 
Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
Gloucester to East Africa, the meals 
which will be prepared for the Royal 
table will not be extravagant or highly 
elaborate. In fact, the Princes have 
usked to be treated in exactly the same 
way us the ordinary passenger. 

The Malda will leave London to-morrow 
and the Prince and his brother will join 
it at Port Said on September 14. The 
past few days have been very busy ones 
for the victualling superintendent of the 
ship, but everything is now in readiness 
for the voyage. 

REMARKABLE FIGURES. 

Some remarkable figures relating to the 
quantities of all-British “ fish, flesh and 
fowl’’ necessary for the voyage to the 
East were supplied. All fish, meat and 
poultry is, of course, kept in cold storage. 
Among the Malda’s stores are 40 boxes of 
kippers and a ton and a half of Scotch 
salmon, turbot, halibut, brill, cod, plaice 
and lemon soles. 

The Malda will carry a large variety of 
meats, including 7,000 lbs. of beef, 4,600 
lbs. of mutton and 3,000 lbs. of lamb. A 
wide choice of poultry and game will be 
available for the Prince, ranging from 
ducklings and goslings to partridges and 
plover. The figures are:—424 chickens, 
212 ducklings, 60 guinea fowl, 48 brace of 
grouse, 30 brace of pheasants, 18 brace of 
partridge, 26 goslings, 26 turkeys, 68 
brace of plover, 50 brace of ptarmigan and 
30 of black game, together with 40 hares. 


HOT-WEATHER SALADS.

BODY REMOVED AGAINST HIS 
ORDERS. 


The removal of a man’s body from a nurs- 
ing home, after instructions had been re- 
ceived that it must remain there, was de- 
scribed by Mr. F. G. Lefroy, the Bourne- 
mouth Coroner, as a very serious matter. 

The inquest was held yesterday on William 
Stonehewer, aged eighty-two, a retired timber 
merchant, of Seaward avenue, Bournemouth, 
formerly of Tipton, Staffordshire It was 
stated that the order forbidding the removal 
of the body was given because the doctor’s 
certificate had not been produced. 

The Coroner told the Matron of the nursing 
home, Miss Edith Mary Barton, that he had 
never known a similar incident in all his ex- 
perience. 

The Matron replied that she had no idea 
that she was making a mistake. 

Dr. A. J. Moody, of Bournemouth, said 
that the Matron told him that the Coroner 
had given a warning that the body must not 
be removed, and he rang up the Coroner’s 
officer, who told him that the body could be 
moved to the mortuary. This was done. On 
the following day, he said, the Coroner's 
officer rang him up, and asked him why the 
body had been removed. 

The Coroner—You understand that this 
will be the subject of an inquiry? 

The Doctor—I think it ought to be. 

The jury returned a verdict of ‘‘ Death 
from natural causes.”

ACCIDENT.

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INQUEST ON THE VICTIMS. 

A verdict of ‘“‘accidental death” was 
returned at the inquest at Daventry yester- 
day on Mr. E. H. Champness (33), of Ends- 
leigh Gardens, Ilford, and Mr. E. C. Bur- 
roughs (54), of Avenue road, Harold Wood, 
Essex, who were burned to death when their 
car caught fire after colliding with a motor 
coach near Laventry on Monday. 

The jury added a rider to the effect that 
the accident was due to an error of judgment 
on the part of the driver of the; Arrol- 
Johnston car, the car which caught fire, and 
also of the driver of the motor coach. 

Robert Edward Carpenter, of Becontree, 
the driver of a steam lorry, said that the 
car in which the two men were riding over- 
took, and had passed him by about. three 
yards, when it came into collision with a 
motor coach and burst into flames. He esti- 
mated the speed of the motor coach at 35 to 
40 miles an hour. The driver endeavoured 
to pull up, but could not. The coach 
cannoned off another car, and then hit the 
car which was set on fire. 

Thomas Watson, of Oxford street, Daven- 
try, another motor driver on the road when 
the accident occurred, said that if the motor 
coach had not shot across the road, the car 
which wag set on fire by the eollision would 
have got safely through. 

Oliver Edward Band, of Moss lane, East 
Manchester, owner of the motor coach, who 
was riding in a front seat, said that the coach 
was nearly at a standstill when the car which 
was burned crashed into the radiator. 

Edward O'Neill, of Clito street, Moston, 
Manchester, the driver of the motor coach, 
said that he noticed a steam wagon approach- 
ing in the opposite direction, and on seeing 
that he could not get through he drew to 
his left. travelling then immediately behind 
a Morris car which, without any warning, 
stopped dead. He turned towards the centre 
and drew up to avoid the Morris car. He 
then noticed a small car coming ,at what 
appeared to be a great speed, making 
directly towards the motor coach. After- 
wards the small car seemed to turn ont and 
then crash into the coach. At the time of 
the impact the speed of the motor coach 
was about two miles an hour, and he stopped 

. Before the Morris stopped the speed 
É the motor coach was about 20 miles an 
our. 

The Coroner, summing up, said that the

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SUICIDE AFTER A TIFF. } ) ass 
R SOILED ?—— 


Dr. J. & Crone, the Deputy Coroner for 
South-West Middlesex, held an ingúest at 
Sunbury yesterday on Mr. Jehangir Rustomji 
Daruvell (43), an Indian antique merchant, 
who was found dead in a gas-filled room in 
his bungalow on Sunbury Island, near 
Kingston-on-Thames, on Monday night. 

Dr. E. Clayton stated that Daruvell had 
died from coal gas poisoning. There was no 
disorder in the room. 

The widow, an attractive-looking white 
woman, who gave her name as Emily Bessie 
Rustomji Daruvell, said that she last saw 
her husband alive on Sunday morning be- 
tween 12 and 12.30. 

The Coroner—What was his mental con- 
dition; was he worried? 

Mrs. Daruvell—He was always worried. 
Did you part good friends?’—No; we had 
not spoken since Saturday evening. 

What was the cause of that; did you have 
a quarrel ?—Yes, we had a tiff because I did 
not cook the chicken quick enough íor him. 
Was he blind ’—Yes. 

How long had you been married ?—Fifteen 
years. 

Asked if her husband had ever threatened 
suicide, the witness said that he had done so 
in a joking manner four or five years ago. 
However, he attempted to commit suicide 
by gas. | 
Dorothy Emily Bhotowallo, a friend of the 
family, who gave an address in Brixton Hill, 
said that she was at the bungalow when Mr. 
Daruvell and his wife had a tiff. 

The Coroner—Did they come to blows? 
Mrs. Bhotowallo said “ Yes,” and began 
to speak of another person, when the Coroner 
interrupted sharply with the words, “‘ Come, 
tell me a straight story. Were there any 
blows ?”’ 

Mrs. Bhotowallo—Yes, he lost his temper 
and struck his wife. 

A police officer described how he found 
the doors and windows of the bungalow 
securely fastened, and eventually forced an 
entry. Mr. Daruvell was lying on the floor 
near a small stove, and there was an eider- 
down over his head and the stove. 

The Coroner, summing up, said: This poor 
man had suffered from blindness for many 
years, of itself sufficient to make him de- 
pressed. There is no doubt that he was in 
financial difficulties, and I suppose the fact 
of his wife leaving him after this little tiff 
was the last straw. I shall record a verdict 
of ‘“‘Suicide by coal gas poisoning whilst in 
a state of temporary insanity.”

POLICE MESSAGE FOR 
ORGANISTS 


CONFERENCE DELEGATES’ 
SURPRISE. 

Organists attending the annual Congress of 
the National Union of Organists’ Associations 
at Lancaster yesterday were surprised when, 
after they had heard a lecture on the English 
Lake poets, their Chairman, Mr. J. W, 
Aldous, President of the local Association, 
rose and said that he had a message from 
the police for the Congress. 

Startled delegates looked up and wondered 
what was wrong. Smiles spread over their 
faces when the Chairman announced that the 
police wanted to know if any members at- 
tending the Congress had parked their cars 
outside the Town Hall. “If any members 
have done so, will they please move their 
cars to the garden entrance of the Town 
Hall?” the Chairman asked. “Are there 
any members here with cars outside?’ 

For a moment there was no response, and 
then a solitary delegate rose, abashed, and, 
amid the friendly smiles of his fellow- 
members, moved quietly, but quickly, from 
the room to remove the offending car. 

After hearing on Tuesday the strictures of 
Sir Hamilton Harty on the English attitude 
to music. and listening to organ recitals im 
Lancaster Cathedral, the hundred and fifty 
delegates representing organist associations 
all over the country affiliated to the Unicn 
left fugue and counterpoint on one side for 
the day. Mr. D. Hardman, President of the 
Cambridge Union Society in 1925, prepared 
the delegates for their visit to the Lake 
District to-day by addressing them on Words- 
worth. “Tt is the fashion to despise 
Wordsworth to-day,’’ hesaid. ‘* Young people 
do not read him because he is considered 
very moral in his teachings and prosy in his 
poetry. That is not thought a good thing. 
How can young people judge poetry? In 
thirty years’ time, perhaps, Wordsworth will 
have regained his high place in literature.” 
To appreciate fully the beauty of the English 
Lakes it was necessary, said Mr. Hardman, 
to leave chars-a-hancs, motor cars. and petrol 
pumps behind, and climb and walk as Words- 
worth did. Wordsworth had walked on the 
whole 170,000 miles in his lifetime.

PRIZE BABY AMONG THE 
EXHIBITS, 


From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 


LISTOWEL, Wednesday. 

Something like a sensation was caused in 
Listowel this morning when Lady Heath, in 
her aeroplane, landed on The Island Race- 
vourse and let down a passenger, Miss A. 
Pierce, who acted as one of the judges of 
the rabbits at the North Kerry Agricultural 
and Industrial Society's Show. A _ great 
crowd began to assemble as soon as the 
machine was seen to land, but Lady Heath 
soon took to the air again and disappeared 
among the clouds in the direction of Bally- 
bunion, where she is staying. In the even- 
ing she flew back to The Island and motored 
to the Showyard, where she was received 
with enthusiasm by a committee headed by 
Mr. Thomas J. Walsh, Chairman of the 
Urban Council. 

In reply to an address of welcome, Lady 
Heath expressed her pleasure at the 
cordiality of her reception, amd said that 
aviation could do a great deal for Ireland. 
No country could lead if transport lagged 
behind, 

Before landing she performed a series of 
evolutions over the Show ground. Under the 
care of the Civic Guard, her machine was a 
source of great interest to people in the 
town. 

The Show itself brought out a largely in- 
credsed entry in the cattle section. This was 
especially evident among the registered dairy 


stock and Kerries, and in most cases the 


quality of the exhibits reached a useful level, 
the winners being excellent. Horses were 
also more numerous than last year, and those 
of the general purpose type made a strong 
display. ‘There was also a nice muster of 
hunters, quite good for this part of the 
country, with some very promising young 
stock coming on. Poultry were about 20 per 
cent; down, and the quality was moderate. 
Altogether there was a total entry of 700. 
A showery morning gave way to a fine day, 
and there was a good attendance. 


THE BEST BABY. 

A novel competition at such events was 
that for the best-developed baby, one to 
three years old. The first prize was awarded 
to Eugene Moriarty, Mortara, Ballylongford, 
a sixteen months old child, 

In St. Michael's College, adjoining the 
Show grounds, the Kerry County Committee 
of Agriculture staged a comprehensive educa 
tional exhibition, which, however, suffered 
from lack of space. ‘The officials present 
were—Messrs. D. O'Connell and John Scully, 
instructors in agriculture; D. Kelleher, cow- 
testing instructor; W. Earls, horticultural 
instructor; Miss Doyle and Miss Nunan, 
dairy and poultry instructors. In the agri- 
cultural section a striking feature was the 
roe of sods of grass from one field in 
order to demonstrate the importance of 
manuring pastures. Different phosphatic 
manures had heen applied, and the most 
profitable results were obtained from the 
lot dressed with Gafsa seven years ago. 
Che other plots were very good as compared 
with the unmanured plot. A great advance 
has also been made in cow-testing in the 
County Kerry, six new associations having 
been formed during the past year. There 
is an increase of a thousand cows under 
test over 1927. . There are now in Kerry 
eight thousand cows under test, while the 
average milk yield of such cows shows a 
fifty-galion increase over the past two years. 
In the Killarney district, the home of the 
Kerry cattle, there are Kerry herds of ten 
to twenty-five cows with an average of six 
hundred to seven hundred gallons. Six years 
ago the average of these herds was well 
under four hundred gallons, and there are 
individual Kerries that have yielded as much 
as one thousand two hundred gallons ir forty. 
five weeks. : 
Poultry-keepers were shown the necessity 
of trap-nesting in regard to the grading up 
of layers, and also advised as to the need 
for proper housing and general management 
in regard to ensuring healthy birds. ‘lhis 
= of the section could, with advantage, 
ave received more space. In the horticul- 
ture section there was a fine exhibit of fruit. 
There were also fine collections of vegetables, 
ornamental trees and shrubs, flowering and 
pot plants.
